the novelist;~ has written an article on

It may be interesting to inquire why 
Germany hated England. “The question 
is not, ‘‘ Why do they hate us?” The 
present situation at once supplies an 
answer ‘to that. 

But why did they hate-us? And: why 

were they taught that it was their. duty 
to $0 hate us? These gre questions which 
in‘ all honesty the average Englishman 
has some difficulty in answering. For 
it appears to be, in the minds of ‘those 
who inculcate it, regarded as a matter 
of sacred or holy hatred—a matter of 
national duty, really religious or quasi- 
religious in its nature. 

Let us turn for a moment to Prof. 
Cramb’s book, "Germany and England,”’ 
(John ‘Murray, 1914.) In .a.sketch of 
the German attitude toward England he 
takes Treitschke as the most prominent 
‘and influential inspirer and exponent 
of anti-English feeling. “‘'What are the 
origins,” he asks, (P. 91,) “of this 
antagonism in Treitschke to England 
and to things English?”’ 

' He gives the answer—or a summary of 
it—thus, (Page 92:) 

“The origins: of this sentiment are 
partly historical, partly moral, and in 
Treitschke must be. sought‘in his char- 
acter as a man and a patriot. Britain's 
world predominance outrages him as a 
man almost as much as it outrages him 
as a German. It outrages him as a man 
because of its immorality, its arrogance, 
and. ite. pretentious «security. It .out- 
rages him as a German because he at- 
tributes England’s success in the war 


for the world to Gérmany’s preoccupa- 
tion with higher and more spiritual 
ends. But for her absorption in those 
ends and the civil strife in which that 
absorption resulted. Germany might, in 
the seventeenth .and eighteenth cent- 
uries, have e the Danube a German 
‘river, and established a German pre- 
= from the Bosporus to the 
ndus 

As to the latter point it may be ob- 
served that Germany was either right 
or wrong in. her ‘ preoccupation ”’ 
its consequences. If-she were right, she 
ought not to grumble at.the price; if 
she were wrong, why blame England 
for it?

attacks, north of Arras, succeed in 
breaking through. 

So greatly have the Allies strength- 
ened their positions in Belgium by in- 
trenchments and inundations and by 

_ massing their artillery in this district | 
that further attacks by the Germans 
in this part of the line would probably 
result only in large losses without 
corresponding gains. By shifting the 
attack to a new point they have a 
chance to catch the Allies off their 
guard. The fighting of the next few 
days will show whether the Allies were 
able to take steps to check this new 
effort against, their left wing. 


The reported arrival of additional 
British troops at Havre now gives the 
Allies @ new reserve to draw upon to 
strengthen their northern flank. These 
British troops include the Colonial con- 
tingents that‘have been putting on the 
finishing touches in England, and 
probably also a number of regiments 
of territorials and of voluntéers of the 
first call that are now considered ready 
for .service in the field. It is prac- 
tically certain, however, that this force 
does not exceed 300,000 men. 

The French are continuing their ef- 
forts to work in behind the German 
troops that hold the Meuse River at 
St. Mihiel. The bombardment at Arna- 
ville last week showed that they had 
gained control of the Moselle River 
where it first reaches the German 
border. Yesterday the French made 
attacks at Aprémont, five miles east 
of St. Mihiel, but .were repulsed: The 
success of the Germans in thus main- 
taining their exposed position in spite 
of attacks from three directions shows 
a@ most noteworthy determination and 
fighting power for the troops there 
engaged. 

The fighting along the battle line in 
France still consists of minor opera- 
tiona and local attacks, but the signs 
point to an early resumption in this 
field of operations orm:a large scale. 

The great battlé- ih Western Poland 
is still undetermined. It is. evident 
that the Germans;fiave strengthened 
their line and have administered a 
check tp the Russi 
first threatened th with a serious 
disaster. From Sieradz, on the Warthe, 
the Germans maintain a position run- 
ning through Zdunskawola, Zgierz, 
and Strykow, to the vicinity of Lowicz. 
Along this line they have now resisted 
for seven days the full force of the 
attacks of the main Russian army in 
Western Poland. 

The troops recently rushed to the 
front by the Germans are now ap- 
pearing in the counter-attack that 
they are delivering along the south

The Russians 
had here penetrated twenty-five miles 
behind the main line of the German 
forces and had reached Gombin, south 
of Plock. .The outcome of the pres- 
ent battle in Poland will very largely 
be decided in faver of the side that

ing near the Vistula. If the Germans 
win, they will be able to re-establish 
their lines from Sieradz to the Vistula 
in a stronger position. If the Rus- 
sians gain the advantage in tnis 
fighting on the’ north flank, they will 
press forward as they did in October, 
and by threatening the Germans’ 

tions. will force them to 
take a hasty retreat. 

Meanwhile the Russians are gain- 
ing advantages on both flanks. In 
East Prussia the detachment of the 
German forces, in order to strengthen 
the invasion from Thorn, has enabled 
the Russians to make further ad- 
vances. This field is, however, en- 
tirely secondary, and large advances 
could be made without having ap- 
preciable influence upon the outcome 
of the principal battle in Poland. 

In the Cracow district the fighting 
is more important. A Russian. suc- 
cess here would tend to break up the 
co-ordinate action of the Austrian 
and the German armies and would 
consequently result in a material de- 
crease in their fighting strength. The 
closing in of the Russian troops 
around Cracow has now brought 
them both on the north and east 
within less than twenty-eight miles 
of this Austrian fortress. It is un- 
likely that they will deliver their 
attack directly upon the line of forts, 
for this would result in immense loss 
of life without commensurate gains. 
If the Russians prove. strong enough 
in this district to overcome the Aus- 
trian resistance, they will probably 
make their principal attempts north 
of Cracow, where a success would 
give them a chance to cut off the 
Austrian troops retreating from 
Galicia, 

The fighting in the passes of the 
Carpathian Mountains and in the 
Province of Bukowina is of secondary 
importance, and, like that in East 
Prussia, has little influehce upon the 
outcome in Poland. In the earlier 
fighting the Russians have shown an 
appreciation of the importance of 
concentrating every available man at 
the point of decisive fighting. The 
presence of Cossack detachments in 
sufficient strength to drive the Aus- 
trians out of these mountain districts 
would seem to indicate that the Rus- 
sians were well satisfied with the 
situation in Poland. 

The news from Servia shows a 
further advance of the Austrians. 
The Servians have. massed their 
forces along the Kolubara River in 
order to prevent the capture of Bel- 
grade. The Austrians seem to have 
been checked along this line, but in 
the south they have pushed forward 
to. Kosjeritzi, ten miles north of 
Uzice. This advance brings them to 
the headwaters of the Morava River, 


and throws open to them a new line 
of operations from no down the 
Morava Valley against the flank of 
the strong position now held by the 
Servians east of the Kolubara.

LONDON DRINK BYIL

Authorities, Vexed by Treating 
of Soldiers, May Still Further 
Shorten Public House Hours. 


SOLDIERS’ WIVES TIPPLING 


One Plan Proposes Absolute Pro- 
hibition During War, Turning 
Bars Into “Tipperary Clubs.” 


LONDON, Nov, 20.—Eivery day the de- 
mand in Lond6én fora stricter regulation 
of the sale of liquor during the war be- 
comes more insistent. Military authori- 
ties are disgusted with the drunken- 
ness of soldiers, brought about by the 
disposition of civilians te treat all men 
in uniform. 

Lord Kitchener has issued numerous 
protests against thé treating of his sol- 
diers, but without the desired results. 
Even the closing of public houses at 10 
o’clock at night has not cured the evil, 
and stricter regulations seem inevitable. 

The increase of ‘drunkenness among 
women, especially women whose hus- 
bands have entered the -service, has 
fallen under the observation of social 
workers in all parts of London, and 
many. delegations of prominent women 
have appeared before licensing Justices 
in an effort to check this practice by 
regulation of some sort. 

The Duchess of Marlborough, Lady 
Byles, Mrs. McKenna, Mrs. James Gow, 
and many other prominent women were 
members of a delegation which recently 
visited Mr. McKenna at the Home Office 
and. asked his assistance in battling the 
wave of alcoholism among women. Lady 
Byles, who presented the delegation, ex- 
plained that the members represented | made 
different opinions, socially and political- 
ly, but were unanimous in the opinion

Does any one doubt that this inci- 
dent indicates the real feeling of Ger- 
mans and Englishmen toward each 
6ther in ‘the ratio that they really 
know each other? ‘These‘two sailors 
knéw intimately, by their own. experi- 
ence and by observation, the qualities 
essential to the stccess they have 
attained.in their arduous’ profession, 
the courage, vigilance, fidelity to duty, 
loyalty and all-around manliness, and 
each instinctively recognizes and: re- 
spects these. qualities in the other. In 
a way they “represent ‘the two senti- 
ments that are ‘declared to have been 
the chief causes of the war, British 
jealousy of German success in foreign 
commerce and German resentment of 
British attempts at monopoly in foreign 
commerce. But at heart each is ready to 
‘wage whatever competition there is in 
this direction without any bitterness 
toward the other.: And incidentally it 
may be remarked that Capt. RusrErR’s 
line is a shining example of unsub- 
sidized German. enterprise to which 
Capt. Dow’s. Government has. never 
barred its ports. This glimpse of the 
real feeling which it is possible for 
gallant foes.to cherish dn the midst of 
this savage-and desperate contest gives 
us reason to hope that when the time 
comes for a settlement it may be free 
from vengefulness and.on lines that 
will make a lasting peace possible. 








THE PROGRESSIVES. 

The way. of the Progressives at the 
moment; like that of the transgressors, 
is hard. The question whether they 
will maintain their organization as a 
separate party, while it does not seem 
quite so urgent as some of the leaders 
argue, is certainly important.’ To 
some ‘extent it, has. been solved for 
them, since in a.number of States they 
have lost their place on the official 
ballot.

CHICAGO'S EXPERIENCE. 
During the discussion of the dual 
subway plans there were criticisms 
of it based upon the “ profits” made 


‘by ‘Chicago\ under a much superior 


plan. Chicago’s share of 55 per cent. 
-| of: the receipts was reckoned at $11,- 
000,000 within six years, whereas it 
was declared to be necessary. for New 
York: to. pay out $20,000,000 within a 
similar period. Prophecy is danger- 
ous, and only”*a rash person would 
venture to say how much this city 
may make or lose within six years 
yet to come... What is sure fs’ that 
Chicago's profits are a delusion and- 
a snare, The city’s profits are now 
dwindling, and its officials are saying 
this week thatthe city’s losses 
through its partnership with the chr 
companies will amount to $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000. 

This comes about through the oper- 
ation of the ordinarice providing that 
pavements, replacements, renewals, 
and’ purchases of new materials may 
be charged against capital instead of 
operating expensés. Mayor HARRISON 
insists that the ~ companies alore 
should bear such expenses, but the 
companies are demanding that the 
city shall bear capital costs in pro- 
portion to its “ profits.’”” Accordingly 
the companies are asking back from 
the city. $3,300,000, or 55 per cent. of 
$6,000,090, in this particular case, 
with all the future costs which. oes 
precedent may establish. 

Thé city officials have a natural ob- 
jection to paying back good money “in 
hand, and. losing their reputation as 
financiers into the bargain. The ac- 
counting system which has turned 
profits into losses was approved by 
engineers under the ordinance and 
gives Chicago that tired feeling which 
comes from being reformed yourself, 
instéad of that elevation of moral 
gentiment which results from reform- 
ing others, without suffering any of 
the hardships of the process. 

THE LITTLE RED SCHOOLHOUSE. 

A generation ago, in 1880, the pupils 
in the schools of the State numbered 
a little over 1,000,000. Of these 42 per 
cent. were in the cities and 58 per 
cent. were in the country. Last year 
the school population had increased to 
over one million and a half, of whom 
67 per cent. were in the cities, and 
less than 83 per cent. were fn the 
country. Though the proportion in the 








.| country ‘was somewhat larger rela- 


tively to the total, the aétual schodl 
resources were, and are, in. the 7 8 
try, shamefully inferior. 

The above facts, and many shale 
equally significant, are brought out in 
the report on elementary education 
made by THomas ©. FIneGan, Assist- 
ant Cgmmissioner. Something has 
beén done in recént years to better ex- 
isting. conditions, and ft is in the right 
direction, but it is really but a be- 
ginning and not much ofa beginning. 
The most promising meassure is the 
consolidation of groups of poor 
schools, badly housed, badly taught, 
backward in the amount and kind ot 
schooling, into single schools, better 
equipped, organized, and taught. An- 
other good méasure—radically good in 
principle and capable of fertile éxten- 
sion—is the introduction of practical 
training in farming. So far this has 
taken the form of competition among 
pupils in actual production of *spect- 
fied products on home land. In Ulster 
County one experiment of this sort 
has been, on a small scale, strikingly 
successful, and it poifits to rich possi- 
bilities for the gradual adoption of a 
comprehensive system. The esséntial 
virtue of the plan 1s that it provides 
for instruction ’in the science’ and art 
of farming, and the ‘practical applica- 
. | tion of that instruction in @ way which 
deeply interests the pupils in farm 
life while fitting them for its profitable 
pursuit,»

organization, which it is proposed «to 
replace by township. organization,’ at 
the same time replating supervision, 
through local ‘school Commissioners by

- Not 
only are our farm lands neglected, 
badly tilled, exhausted in some dis- 
tricts, but the culture of human be- 
Ings, the raising of citizens, prepa- 
ration for the national life, the most 
vital process of modern civilization, 
is stupidly and: wastefully conducted. 
The Department of, Education ‘is work- 
ing earnestly to remedy this évil. It 
should recelye cordial support.

THE VOTE ON SUFFRAGE. 


Unfavorable In. States Which Have 
a Large Female Population, 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

One feature of the result of the last elec- 
tions is especially gratifying. The suffra- 
gists secured no State east of the Rockies; 
they have captured no territory in which the 
home wields the influence that it wi gen- 
erally in the more populous States. in 
Nevada in the larger towns where homes 
were most numerous suffrage was defeated 
nearly: two to one.. The exceptions were 
the mining centres of Goldfield- and Tonopah, 
where the Socialist vote was exceptionally 
strong. Out in the. mining camps, where 
there were no women, particularly the small 
ana isolated camps, the vote was practically 
unanimous in: favor of suffrage. This is a 
confirmation of the contention of the. anti- 
suffragists that women do not want the 
ballot.

I was in London at the outbreak 
of the Spanish war and received a: lesson 
I sKall never forget. Everybody.I knew 
and met was on the side of the Huropean 
State, (although the Government and 
press’ upheld. the United States;) yet 
never in a single instance did I receive 
a@-pergonal e on‘of- this feéling. As 
to the present war I have maintained the 
attitude from the beginning that, while 
the defeat of Germany would be a trag- 
edy for herself alone, the defeat-of Great 
Britain would be a tragedy (and a.dis- 
aster) for the whole world For. 300 
years, barring the Napoleoffic episode, 
‘Eingland has been the predominant in- 
fluence in the world. I have not the 
least doubt that fifty years from now 
Germany will have usurped this position, 
but that will be after she has become a 
hem literally or in-effect, and the

Therefore, while I shall. never waver 
in my allegiance to Great Britain in this 
abominable and ridiculous war, I can 
énter into the sympathies of my German 
friends, and have finally consented to 
publish this letter, written by a very 
gifted British . worhgn. who has. been 
married for a number of years to a Ger- 
man occupying a high position, (a 
charming persofi, by the way, as many 
Germans are!) For Obvious’ reasons 
there are many deletions, but it ‘may be 
taken for granted that she knows what 
she is writing about, as far as the Em- 
peror is concerned, as well as the spirit 
and resources of Germany : 


, Oct. 15, 1914. 
_ At last I can write to you again!—tI only 
got back here last Saturday, and gradually 
I feel my mind emerging from the depths 
of misery which has held us all since the 
first days of August. F was in —— (1) 
with L——. Never have I séen a Summer 
more radiant, and we wefe all so gay—and 
then, suddenly, the war cloud. But ‘there 
have been so many the last few years, and 
one could not believe that civilizéd nations 
could really go to war. Thén we knew 
that the Emperor did not mean war—in 
private he had so often spoken of his mis- 
sion to keep the peace. We knew how he 
held the War Party back even though they 
reviled him and accused him of over- 
partiality for England—of a love of ease— 
of “ taking fine words into his mouth, but 
meaning to sacrifice Germany to his cling- 
ing to peace.” And so we trusted—were 
seriously alarmed and rather pompous [!] 
but we did not think it could mean war. 
Each day we-heard worse news, and always 
the Emperor hung ‘back—perhaps that 
hanging back (for which no one will give 
him the credit) was the most heroic action 
of any sovereign of all history. Surely 
when the real and secret history of Ger- 
many does see the light that splendid pa- 
tience of an impatient man will be recog- 
nized and admired. Then we heard (all 
this was secret news) that the Ruskians 
were actually across the frontier in East 
Prussia (2) — the French threatening 
the frontier of Alsace.—Kriegsgefahr— 
Krigszutund—mobilization—like an ava- 
lanche they came down on us, these orders, 
—and secretly we knew that the Emperor 
still hoped to save Europe. Well—the rest 
you know as well as I do. England’s decla- 
ration of war came as a sledgehammer on 
us all, Princess Margaret of Hesse, the 
Emperor’s sister, told me it had broken 
his heart, for, though they. will not own it, 
he has loved and honored England always. 
L-—— went off to —— directly the mo- 
bilization was ordered, for'she was one of 
the committee of the local. Red Cross and 
her duty was the organization of the sta- 
tion for refreshment for’ troops, and 
(eventually) for bandaging and helping, the 
wounded on the way from the front to the 
hospitals inland. She did her organizing 
exceliently—crammed the work of weeks 
into ten days—then collapsed with a heart 
affection, and has been living an invalid’s 
life in her villa in ——— ever since. I stayed 
with her and nursed her, and we arranged 
a private hospital of twelve beds in the 
new wing of her villa (all full,) organized 
regular work and assistance for poor 
women whose husbands had been called in 
to serve the army; knitted and worked for 
the soldiers, visited hospitals—in fact were 
of all the use we knew how to be—and 
God knows one feels that nothing one does 
is enough; but like Kundry one’s only 
prayer for oneself is “Dienen,” and service 
is the only worthy thought, however 
humble. Germany is magnificent. I can 
never tell you how wonderful is the spirit of 
each’ and: all—especially of the poor—they 
are all ready for-the greatest sacrifices. 
There is no moaning, no grumbling—only 
@ grand patience, a quiet determination to 
do their part nobly, There is no personal 
bitterness against the other countries; that 
is left for the press, and even the German 
| press is far less vindictive than the other 
I's presses——and at leaSt they are truthful. I 
see all the’ papers now and can compare; 
and I have the advantage of knowing’ the 
private information telegraphed to the ——. 
Thia tallies with the. news of the German 
press—while the other papers tell positively 
fantastic lies. It makes mé rage when. I 
see the British public—the American public 
too—being thus misled, but we are all

SEIZE VANDYCK SOUVENIRS. 


Customs Officials Made Stewards 
Disgorge on Arrival. 


When the stewards and some of the 


other members of the crew of the cap- 

tured Lamport & Holt steamship Van- 
dyck janded at the Booth Line pier, 
Brooklyn, on Saturday, from the steam- 
ship Stephen, the Customs Inspectors 
discovered a quantity of blankets, 
sheets, towels, counterpanes, and other 
linen, marked. with the name of the 
Vandyck, in their canvas clothesbags.
